Roche said, "the City 
would pay more but i»a PRESENT VOLUNTEER OEPAR1- 
MENT eervice is rated VERY POOR by insurance under¬ 
writers." 

To us this is an “out-and-out” lie from every angle. 

Being a member of the Volunteers for over seven 
years, I do not recall, nor can anyone else recall, any 
evaluation by the Board of Fire Underwriters of the 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department since the year 
1955. 

During the year 1965, the City of Sierra Madre, did 
hire an ex-Chlef from the City of Bakersfield, who gave 
the Department his rating and appraisal. His name was 
Chief Phil Pifer. He said “The Sierra Madre Volunteer 
Department is but a few deficiency points off from 
raising their rating from a Class 6 City to a Class 5.” 
He listed the areas, and these were, within six months, 
almost all completed. 

Personally I join with Fire Chief Way, of Arcadia, 
when he said the following about the report: "It seems 
like every two years someone comes up with a proposal 
like this on the basis of EFFICIENCY, but you get gov¬ 
ernment that big, it isn’t efficient.” 

One point the report conveniently falls to take into 
consideration is the fact that should this merger ever take 
place it would put every taxpayer at the mercy of one giant 
union and judging from past experiences the cost of fire¬ 
fighting would soon reach astronomical figures. It might 
be wise to compare the cost of firefighting In Los Angeles 
County with those of Orange County, cost-wise there Is 
little comparison, as Los Angeles costs are already show¬ 
ing signs of running away above what taxpayers can afford. 

While others are working overtime to break the gigan¬ 
tic Los Angeles County into four counties, others seem 
to be splitting their gusset to join other functions together. 
We challenge Mr. Quinn, writer and Mr. Roche, quoter.

1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2. QUESTION; Who must tile the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company”: or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 179CX)-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6. QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what Is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating In the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after tiling. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8. QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalt/ will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail- 
eble at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an Individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 91/2 by H-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council tor forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for Identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION: Where can I see the new law? 

ANSWER: Most of the sections are quoted 
on printed form obtainable free from:

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this Week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
ITie filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals.

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and 'Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is reMly owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Obviousiy, there will be other changes. In adopting 
this budget the Legislature has served notice to the Re¬ 
gents of the University of California that they can eli¬ 
minate tuition in the University of California system. The 
LegislaUire has provided the means for implementing 
this policy decision by allocating $25 million from state 
funds to the Univesrity of California if the Regents cease 
charging tuition. 

There were some improvements in the budgetary pro¬ 
cess this year — notably the early date of approval. It 
lias not been uncommon for the Legislature to procras¬ 
tinate up to and even beyond the start of the new fiscal 
year before taking final action. This time the Governor 
will have a normal period of time to consider each ex¬ 
penditure and to delete those he considers excessive or 
unncH'essary. 

Early action was mandated by a cons-.itutional amend¬ 
ment adopted by the people of California last year. This 
was an important first step in legislative reform. Other 
improvements still to be made include some additional 
controls on the conference committee which each year 
irons out difference in the budget bills passed by the 
Assembly and Senate.

This week the nation celebrated the anniveisaiy oi 
our independence ... and yet it is disturbing inde.xl, 
that a select few California State Senators have chosen 
at this time to bypass ratification of the proposed 27th 
amendment to the U.S. Constitution . . . namely the 
Equal Rights Amendment . . . which would guarantee to 
men and women alike equal human rights under the 

Twenty states have now ratified the amendment, while 
in California a stalling action is taking place in the Senate 
Rules Committee. 

In this instance, senators are trying to walk a tight 
line of keeping both sides happy. A majority have slated 
they will vote affirmatively if and when it gets to the 
floor, but many observers and voters feel that they do 
not want this to become a reality. A large group of 
senators are reluctant to endorse publicly the proposed 
withdrawal motion that would force the amendment out 
of committee because it would “be an affront to the com¬ 
mittee system.” A few brave senators have signed a let¬ 
ter asking the Senate Rules Committee to release it to a 
floor vote ... to the special few we say “well done.” 

Certain legislators advise waiting until next year 
when supposedly the balance of power on the committee 
shifts for the ERA. Volunteers working for passage dis¬ 
trust this as simply another delaying tactic. 

The pros and cons of the amendment have been re¬ 
viewed ever since the initial version of the amendment 
came before the U.S. Congress 50 years ago when women 
won the vote. Opposition views on the draft and protec¬ 
tive legislation have been answered again and again by 
some of the greatest humanitarian and legal minds in 
the country. 

Every President from Eisenhower to Nixon has en¬ 
dorsed it ... in Claifornia, Govrenor Ronald R. Reagan 
dorsed it ... in California, Governor Ronald R. Reagan 
the amendment by a vote of 56 to 11.
